Report - bombshell

Tlu* lender son report was rel- 
eased on November 20th. Chapter 
Seven of the report ( which was 
the work of Ontario's Special Pro- 
gram Review Committee) dealt 
particularity with Public Support 
of Post-Secondary Education. This 
chapter of the report made thirt- 
een recommendations which If Im- 
plemented wouldaffect every stud- 
ent Involved In post-secondary in- 
stitutions as well as teachers and 
administrators. 



The report bases Its recommen- 
dations on the fact that the pro- 
portion of money from student 
tuition fees as a percentage of 
operating incomedccllned steadily 
In the last few years as costs have 
increased. Another factor Is that 
the amount of public assistance 
for students has increased four- 
fold in the last eight years. 

In 1972-73 the provincial gover- 
nment instituted several meas- 
ures to control rising costs. Am- 
ong those was a moratorium on new 
capital funding, a now embargo on 



the funding of new graduate pro- 
grams and an across the board in- 
crease In student foes of $100. Des- 
pite these measures costs have 

still risen. 

Some of the more Important 
recommendations are an increase 
of 05% in tuition fees and an In- 
crease in efficiency and product- 
ivity. Each institution would be 
able to sot its own increase in 
fees in a combination with cut- 
backs in teachers and adminis- 
tration.

that the maximum student grant 
be decreased from $3200 to 
$2200 and that the loan portion 
be increased from $800 to $1800. 
They also recommend that negot- 
iations begin with other levels 
of government to institute an all- 
loan plan. They would also con- 
sider a removal of the parental 
contribution from affecting elig- 
ibility for the new loan plan but 
this is not a requisite. A bursary 
program could be established by 
the province in conjunction with 

these plans. 

The report also recommends 

that the government 
take steps to discontinue its invol- 
vement in thocompulsory certific- 
ation of tradesmen and apprentices 
It also recommends a review of the 
need of the province to be involved 
in manpower retraining programs. 

Premises 

< 

The Henderson report isba*ied 
on several very Important factors 
which include a number of prom- 
ises that have not and cannot be 
proved. 

Under the present program 
enrolment in universities has 
more doubled in the last eight 
years. Enrolment in community 
colleges has doubled In the last 
four years. The participation 
ratio of the 18-24 age group has 
also increased to a proportion 
whore fully one fifth of the age 
group is in some post-secondary 
institution. However duo toother 
factors the actual participation 
rate Is Judged to bo about 35-40% 

The total cost of post-secondary 
education in Ontario now exceeds 
one billion dollars which is 8.5% 



of total government expenditures. 
The committee doubts that the 
Ontario tax base can sustain 
this rapidly growing system. 

The committee feels thatthedt- 
roct advantages ofpost-socondary 
education affect one-third ofOnt- 
arlo's young people though other 
citizens may realize some Indirect 
social and economic benefits. The 
report states that 'the gains to 
these individuals may be essentially 
personal rather than shared by soc- 
iety as a whole. In view of the ex- 
tent of public support of post-sec- 
ondary institutions, the social equi- 
ty of ttils situation Is questionable. 

This premise, though not proven, 
is an important basis for placing 
the burden of post-secondary edu- 
cational financing on the student and 
affects all recommendations. 

Tuitions 

The government raised tuitions 
in 1972-73 by a $100 across the 
board. The Henderson report rec- 
ommends an increase of 65% Intui- 
tion fees over three of four years. 
This would bring tho average fees 
for universities to $970 (from $599) 
and the average fees for colleges 
to $400 (from $250). 

"Tho province's percentage sha- 
re of total operating costs should 
bo reduced and tuition fees cor- 
respondingly Incroased..." Thisst- 
atement in the report is based on 
the fact that tho percentage of co- 
sts covered by student fees has 
dropped In the last few years. 

Only IB% of the cost of educa- 
tion in universities is covered by 
tuition and In community colleges

Administration 

In the "Supplementary Actions to 
the 1975 Ontario Budget" the Tr- 
easurer of Ontario announced that 
the government was reducing its 
expenditures and staffing ol supp- 
ort and^admlnlstrative services by 
10% in the fiscal year, 1975-7G. 

The Treasurer stated that ho 
expected all outside bodies b apply 
the same level of constraint to their 
administrative and support opera- 
tions. The committee feels that a 
saving of $25 million can be 
re all ted this way.

The Henderson report also reco- 
mmends that "the provinces supp- 
ort for part-time general interest 
courses In Colleges of ApplledArts 
and Technology be phased out so as 
to put them on a full-cost recov- 
ery basis/' 



Manpower 

The final recommendation of the 
Henderson report Is that "The gov- 
ernment take the necessary steps 
to discontinue Its involvement Sn 
the compulsory certification of 
tradesmen and apprentices". 

They also feel that the province 
should review Its involvement in 
programs of manpower training ot- 
her than those funded by the fed- 
eral government.

The School of Translators and 
Interpreters Is the paragon of dis- 
illusionment , deception, interna

Firstly, the name ltseu is ao 
ceLving--'School of Translators 
S!d interpreters'. Until last year, 
there were no courses in Inter- 
preting and even the third-year 
course last year was only a half- 
course. This year, a full course 
has been added to the fourth year 
programmers course is option- 
al), but 1 1/2 courses hardly con- 
stitutes a 'School of Interpreters . 
There has been talk for a few 
years now of a fifth year enUroly 
devoted to interpretation, tut in 
the words of one prof, 'You » 
never see it'. 

The School's purpose, alleged- 
ly, is to produce 'professional, 
denied translators'. Many of the 
students who have romained in the 
school for the full four year stint 
have done so only because they 
kept hoping their B.SU would 
assure them of an Interesting 
and promising career as a trans- 
lator. As one student said, I 
didn't really want to come back, 
but I do want that tittle piece of 
paper'. Many of last year's grad- 
uates have been unable to attain 
employment in their Hold of spec- 
ialization and are working in such 
menial positions as store clerks, 
secretaries, etc. This Is not duo 
to lack of Initiative in applying for 
Translation positions nor lack of 
intelligence- the programme, 
requires a great deal of work and 
mental gymnastics. Thus, Tran. 
erads are not Intellectual cripples. 
Therefore, the only logical con- 
clusion is that the programme Is 
inadequate and not geared to the 
needs, of the students. Another 
negative factor is tho amazing 
degree of incompetency among 
the faculty (this does not include 
all members- there are a few 
who are excellent and actually do 
teach In their classes). Some 
changes in programme were mndo 
at the end of tho 1074-75 academic 
year, but unfortunately, those few 
improvements did not include fac- 
ulty. Some courses could provide 
an excellent foundation for future 
progress in tho field, but if you are 
unfortunate enough to be 'taught' 
by a prof who doesn't teach(t,o, 
rambles on about unrelated topics, 
does not give any relevant assign- 
ments and does nothing to fur- 
ther tho students' knowledge of fr- 
ench- English equivalents forte- 
rms In spocialited fields) you wa- 
ste your time and money att- 
ending classes where you learn 
very Utile.

Unrest Is rife among first year- 
translators, indeed, I have yet to 
meet a fellow TRAN who is satis- 
fled with the school or with his co- 
urses.

tto work involved is both demand- 
ing and creative." 
The fact is that the school docs 
not train interpreters and prob- 
ably never will. Funds for tills 
purpose are Just not available. 
And the "cultural background" 
provided by the student's elective 
is denied him in the second year, 
In fact denied him in the first ff 
he is taking the 1014 Intensive 
French course. 

It must be pointed out that TRAN 
discontent cannot be dismissed as 
a natural student reaction to a 
heavy workload. The first year 
course Is neither challenging nor 
difficult, In spite ofthesix-cre- 
dit requirement. Thislnltsolfisa 
disappointment to students whohad 
hoped that translation would be a 
rigorous experience, compelling 
them to put their best foot for- 
ward. 

There ls little cross- commun- 
ication between the students and 
the professors. And although the 
professors seem blissfully obliv- 
ious to the discouragement of their 
charges, the students themselves 
are painfully aware of the dtsorg- 
1 anizatlon that seems to pervade 
the school and associated French 

courses. 

Two compulsory first year cou- 
rses, French 1502 and Transla- 
tion 1211, are almost Identical in 
content, and asaresult.muchtime 
1 is tost in fruitless repetition. 
And it scarcely seems fair that 
much first year work, the very 
basis of all future skill develop- 
ment, should be taught by prof- 
essors with minimum qualific- 
ations.

Afewwoeksago,tho Henderson Report sug- 
gested roughly three hundred ways of coping 
with Inflation in Ontario. Some students, 
far from being emotionally detached or ob- 
jectively impartial as one might expect, im- 
mediately reacted to the suggestion of rais- 
ing tuition fees in the Report while ignor- 
ing tho other recommendations. Is such a 
partial response to the Report a reflect- 
ion of the prevailing attitudes of students? 

Last Wednesday at tho Laurentian meeting 
called by tho Advisory Committee of the 
Ontario Federation of Students, most stu- 
dents not only objected to any rise in 
tuition but also gave the Impression that the 
very word itsolf must become taboo. The 
rationale behind such an attitude was all- 
egedly oneof "accessibility to higher educ- 
ation". But, by thetomperofthe meeting, this 
soomod to bo only a rationalization to Just- 
ify self-interest* In fact, students are just 
another organized self-interest group In 
society who lobby for influence and what 
they consider their share of the "wel- 
fare pie". 

If university students were developing a soc- 
ial conscience rather than looking out for 
their own skins, "free tuition" might bo 
Justified. But as it stands now, students 
already receive generous assistance from 
their provincial government and "free tuit- 
ion" can only be viewed as an elitist movo 
to promote an unequal society. That is, It 
can only bo a further moans of exploit- 
ing the lower strata of society who seldom 
take advantage of higher education* What 
it boils down to is that students want the 
poorer classes to pay for their privileged 

position.

Have you ever seen a poor student? Most 
student poverty exists In the imagination 
rather than anywhere else. Social sci- 
entists may have "statistically proven" that 
most students live close to the poverty lev- 
el. But this kind of pity Is hard to believe. 
Have you ever seen a student with a swol- 
len stomach? 

Higher education Is a great conditioner of 

minds. It promotes elitism, privatization of 
knowledge, and self-complacency. Social 
abuses continue while the university trains 
passive &nd co-operative cogs for the ind- 
ustrial machine. In the matter of "free tui- 
tion" we have evidence that the student 
learns how to function In our society with- 
out ever questioning the values upon which 
•It rotates. 
In many ways, the University Is a super- 
market whore novelties are sold under the 
label of knowledge. In this situation, tho shop- 
pers are buying the merchandise with wel- 
fare cheques. Student consumers, how- 
ever, do not see anything undignified about 
being on welfare. In fact, some are presently 
fighting to retain and even enhance their 
privileged position in society. Apparently the 
old adage holds true: "One man's pleasure 
is another man's sweat."

WINNIPEG (CUP) Students 

should have Input into provincial 
student aid decisions, but the gov* 
emment will still make the Qnat 
decisions on changing aid policies, 
according to Manitoba's Minister 
of Colleges and Universities. 

In a i'* r ter to the Mjnltoban 
dated November 14, Ben Hanus- 
chak said that smce "students are 
the users and beneficiaries of the 

student aid program...we would be 
most anxious to receive whatever 
recommendations the students 
may wish to make." 

In Manitoba, mos t of these rec- 
ommendations are made by the 
student aid. consulting committed 
an advisory group to Uanuschak 
on student aid. It is composed of 
equal numbers of students , stud- 
ent aid officials and university 
administrators. 

However, Hanuscak made it clear 
that he and the Manitoba Govern- 
ment do not and will not nicess- 
ariy accept all the recommend- 
ations of the consulting comm- 
ittee.

Hanuschak has already rejected 

one recommendation of the comm- 
ittee — - that he ask the council 
of ministers of educattonto allow 
s'.udont representative on tho Can- 
ada Student Loans Plenary, a 
group that recommends federal 
student aid policy to the minist- 
ers. 

Two other recent recommen- 
dations of the consulting comm- 
ittee call for prorating aid for 
students who marry after the beg- 
inning of the school year, and 
making aid portable between pro- 
vinces. 

Hanuschak said he agrees "In 

principle" on portability. However 
he said tliat he would not want 
"tall portability" to the extent 
that "any student from any pro- 
vince may bo able to enroll In 
any university of Ids choice reg- 
ardless of whether or not a same 
similar course or studies may be 
available to him/her In his/her 
own province." 

He would not agree with pro- 
rating aid for marrlde students, 
he said, because of administrat- 
ive problems. 

Later this year, the committee 

will be considering a student pro- 
posal that students' need for aid 
should be assessed separately from 
their parents' income. Currently, 
this is only done for students 
who have attended university or 
worked for four years. 

Hanuschak already rejected the 

idea. "There is a significant num- 
ber of students who feel this prac- 
tice ought to be very rigidly con- 
trolled," ho said. 

"The number of millionaires 
in Manitoba must be almost neg- 
llgllbe", said Unlvoristy of Man- 
itoba student president, Vicky Le- 
hman." And particularly the num- 
ber who are sending their child- 
ren to University In Manitoba. 
She said she know of several 
cases where parents have not sup- 
ported their children, particular- 
ly If they chose a field that their 
parents didn't approve of. 
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PPAC wants federal energy policy 



OTTAWA (CUB -—Control of 
Canadian oil and gas by multinat- 
ional petroleum companies has led 
to rapidly rising energy prices for 
consumers, for Industry, and for 
electrlcpower utilities. 

And the uncertainty of future en- 
ergy supplies makes the planning 
of ft coherent Industrial strategy 

for Canada very difficult* 

So says the Public Petroleum 
Association of Canada, a newly 
formed organization whose stat- 
ed purpose Is to advocate a nation- 
al petroleum policy that serves the 
interests of Canadians. 

According to an announcement 
made November 13 by Edmonton 
publisher Mel Hurtle at an Ottawa 
press conference, the Association 
will officially be founded at a two 
day public conference in Toronto, 
planned for November 28 and 29, 

The conference will consider 



a draft statement of purpose cir- 
culated by the ffAC's Initial 
sponsors, which says that, "at 
present no coherent national pet- 
roleum policy exists, The pet- 
roleum industry In Canada Iscon- 
trolled by subslduarles of the maj- 
or multinational oil companies," 

A flve-point New Petroleum Bl- 
lcy for Canada will be presented 
calling for: ft public commission 
of inquiry to be established by the 
federal government, to investigate 
the enormous change in petrol- 
eum produciblllty estimates made 
by the oil companies In recent 

years. 

- "An end to ownership and con- 
trol of Canada's petroleum ind- 
ustry by the multi-national oil 
companies; 

- M A policy of petroleum self- 
sufficiency as a key element in 
a balanced program of industrial 



development; 

- "A serious committment to safe- 
guarding the environment and end- 
ing energy waste, 

- "Recognition of the rights of the 
native people of Canada'. 

Energy projects In the North 
must never proceed until the 
claims of the northern nativepeo- 
ple have been settled in a manner 
that Is satisfactory to them, the 
ppac reports. 

In addition to Issuing public 
statements and organizing public 
conferences, the PPAC hopes to 
carry out a research on Canada 
petroleum policy which, according 
to group sponsor Jim Laxer, will 
require 50 to 100 thousand dollars 
if the program is successful. 

"We think that, no malter what 
ws do, we can hardly produce a 
situation where the country will 
be worse off," believes Mei Hurt- 
it- 




Rich student council 



WATERLOO (CUP) — Hank and 
file criticism pressured the Un- 
iversity of Waterloo Student Fed- 
oration November Gth to review Its 
policy of free passes for student 
reps to federation sponsoredpol- 
itical and social events. 

As an interim measure, the stu- 
dent council decided to restrict 
free passes to one per person 
Instead of two, as had previously 
been the case. 

Council reacted to a letter add- 
ressed to all student councillors 
by the Student Environmental Stu- 
dies Society (ESS) which criti- 
cized the federation for extend- 
ing Its policy of free passes to 
student reps. 

The letter, signed by ESS pres- 
ident Dave McLollan, said that 
the student society Is dissatis- 
fied with council's stance regard- 
ing free passes and feels coun- 
cillors acted "Irresponsibly as rep- 
resentatives of the student popu- 
lation on this campus." 

ESS feels council behaved improp- 
erly In granting Itself "excessiv- 
ely extensive privileges with re- 



gard to all social education and 
other federation events". 

the letter goes on to say; "We 
can see no reason why these pri- 
vileges and the $50 expense account 
for each councillor should be fin- 
anced by the remainder of the stu- 
dent body," 

Council voted Sept. 11th to grant 
members $50 expense accounts on 
the pretext that councillors could 
bettor represent their constituen- 
cies if they were encouraged to 
Involve themselves more with fed- 
eration activities. 

The granting of free passes fol- 
lowed at council's next meeting 
on October 8th when councillors 
felt the need for having the same 
privileges as federation executive 



members in regard to free admit- 
tance to student funded social 
and political events. 

Former Federation President, An 
dy Telegdi defended council by say- 
ing that the ESS letter failed to 
capture the spirit behind granting 
privileges to councillors. 

Ho urged council to clarify the 
issue with ESS as soon a s pos- 
sible... 

However, given the student out- 
burst, councillors "should feel a 
little more responsibility for their 
duties", Telegdi cautioned, 

Telegdi also asked council to in- 
struct its executive to Investigate 
the Issue and redraft Its policy 
regarding free passes.

Definitely something should be 
done about this. One possible 
suggestion might be that the smo- 
kers limit themselves to two (a 
maximum of three) smokes £*r 
hour-long class/lechro; and to 
three (maximum ot forr) smokes 
p*r hour-and-a-half-lm* class/ 



TYPE I: This type of smoke is 
the most common. While not npc- 
essarily the most obnoxious, it Is 
the type which by virtue of Its 
commonness causes the most 
problems (for non-smokers) and 
is the type about which there are 
the most complaints. There fsno 
brand of cigarette of which I know 
that can be described as having 
a pleasant odour, or of not hav- 
ing the quality of being asphyx- 
iating to non-smokers. 

type 2; Some pipe smokes, ad- 
mirably can bedescrlbed as hav- 
ing a fairly decent smell that 
can be termed as tolerable by 
non-smokers. A very few can even 
be termed as having a pleasant 
odour; and of not being too asph- 
yxiating to non-smokers* (The on- 
ly part of a non-smoker that would 
have any complaints to this 
type would be his subconscious as 
It attempts to calculate how much 
more than his fair share of the 
available oxygen the pipe smoker 



V/Hf£ 3; Most cigars can be 
classed In a similar manner as the 
cigarettes, which despite their 
small sire and harmless-looking 
outward appearance, are a terror 
and an agony to the non-smoking 
population ot LU. Cigar smokers 
should be asked, in relation to 
the suggestion In Part I, to cut 
their smoking down to a max- 
imum of one cigar per hour and 
at most, two, per 1 and a half 
hour session. 

Conclusion; a last appeal to 
smokers to have consideration 
for their non-smoking com raxes 
and thus to apply moderation toth- 
eir regrettable habit - it will 
be easier on their pocketbooks. 
If they have no objections to sp- 
ending this money, then let them 
cut down anyway and give their 
accrued savings due to this, 
to a Cancer Prevention and Cure 
society of their own choosing.

Five 
to fifteen per cent of children and 
two per cent of adults differ from 
the Inconvenience andemtarrass- 
ment of wetting their beds.

Enuretic children, during 
sleep move less than 4 dry' child- 
ren. Bed- wetting usually occurs 
during Stage 4 of sleep. The sym- 
totns are as difficult to under- 
stand as to present.

ttELSON (CUP) —Notre Dame 
University will soon become the 
first campus of a now fourth pub-" 
He university In Brltsh Columbia,. 
. Education Minister Eileen Dailly 
announced November 13. 

Dallly's announcement ends a 
Jong period of doubt for the Notre 

Damo University Faculty who have 
feared losing their Jobs when NDU 
was to be phased out. 

But Dailly has given the fac- 
ulty "successor rights" at the 
new Kootenay Centre guarantee- 
ing them jobs at the Nelson cam- 
pus, 

NDU was to cease to exist as 
an institution this June and the 
education department gave the 
faculty notice of termination in 
early November. 

Faculty and students had vig- 
orously protested the govern- 
ment's original plan to make NDU 
a satolite of EC's established 

universities In Vancouver and Vic- 
toria, 

The startling policy reversal 
came after a special BC Univ- 
ersitlesCouncIl meeting Nov- 
ember 12 when Dallly extended 
NDU's life span until Juno 1977 
and guaranteed a great deal of 
course autonomy for the Nelson 
campus. 

The NDU campus win be called 
the Kootenay University according 
to Dailly. 

The education department will 
establish other campuses in 
Thompson-Okanagan, North Cent- 
ral BC and Northern Vancouver 
Island "as economko conditions 
permit/' Dailly said, 

Dailly said the university will 
offer third and fourth year cour- 
ses at the various campuses of 
the new university. 

But the Kootenay campus will 
be allowed to continue its first 
and second year courses. 

NDU student president Andy 
Shadrack said the new university 
is a victory for the faculty and 
students at the Nelson campus. 
"This is a major breakthrough 
sot post-secondary education in 
the interior of BC. 

"It is what students were hoping 
for ... with us offering all four 
years of study," he said.
